WASHINGTON, January as.—The house com- 


mittee on agriculture will to morrow report 
the bill prepared by the committee of cattle 
men. A number of memorials fiom live stock 
associations will accompany tbe bill; also a 
communication from Dr. K. Salmon, veterin- 
ary surgeon of the department of agriculture. 
The communication points out the dangers to 
the wtst by the existence of pleuro pneumonia 
among cattle In the east, and reviews the ex- 
tent of tbe disease In trie latter section 
of country. These infected districts, 1m says, 
though small, are a real danger to the 
whole country because all the war from Con- 
necticut to Vliglula there a large and Increas- 
ing number of herds of thoroughbred cattle 
Which are frequently shipped west and some 
of which from time to time have boon In- 
fected *lth this disease. With the increase 
In price of cattle a large number are being 
8hlppod-from-the-east-to the west and Urn 
danger of carolug the disease u 
con- 


sequently 
increasing.

formed that If tho Connecticut outbreak 
bad occurred a few months later one or more 
Infected herds would have been sent accord- 
ing to contract to western stales 
While it Is 


true that pleuro-pneunionia has existed In tho 
*»st for forty years v,Ithout having been car- 
ried west, It must be admitted from what has 
occurred so many times In Pennsylvania and 
Connecticut that there is danger of this and 
this d.ngor Is Increasing with the large num- 
ber of cattle uow being shipped In that direc 
tlon.
